Since its inception over six years ago, L.G.F.C. has functioned as 
an awareness and support group for the university's lesbian and gay 
population, ( which incidentally numbers over 3000! ). We have, in the 
past, addressed various political and social questions and will continue 
to do so in an attempt to combat the oppression imposed upon all of us 
by an often hostile world. Moreover, one of L.G.F:C:"'s primary goals 
is to counter the popular media's image of gay sexuality as "unhealthy" 
or "sick"; in turn showing it as it really is: a healthy, universal 
expression of the human condition. 

Within this larger framework of course, there is great potential for 
personal growth and development. All of us at L.G.F.C. have struggled 
with our respective gay identities, a process sometimes made quite 
painful by our "place", as it were, in straight society. If anything, 
the group is there to listen and help those who might just need to taik 
or meet socially with other gays. Furthermore, and most importantly, it 
must be stressed that all gays are welcome to L.G.F.C. regardless of 
their age, color, or overall persuasion. 

Some of our regular activities include a coffeehouse, otherwise 
known as "Cafe Concordia", which is held on the first Friday evening of 
each month. These informal, chatty gatherings have been very successful 
and continue to draw many. We also have weekly meetings, every Thursday 
from 4-6 P.M. The format is highly flexible and encompasses everything 
from special interest lectures, to film screenings and policy discussions. 
No listing would be complete without mention of L.G.F.C.'s famed dances. 


Our first of the year is scheduled for this coming September 5th, a 
Friday night, with the theme "Forward Together". Further details can be 
obtained by calling the L.G.F.C. office.
